An adviser to Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur said today that Lt. Gen. 
Matthew B. Ridgway had pro- 
posed to the Pentagon that Chi- 
nese troops on Formosa be sent 
into battle. 

Ridgway succeeded MacArthur 
in his Far East commands when 
MacArthur was fired by President 
Truman for expressing views con- 
trary to Administration policy 
concerning Korea. 


Maj. Gen. Courtney Whitney, 
personal aide to MacArthur, told 
reporters Ridgway made the pro- 
posal “after analyzing the situa- 
tion”—apparentiy soon ‘after his 
arrival in Korea and while Mac- 
Arthur still was in supreme com- 
mand. 

Whitney said all senior officers 
in the Far East, including “Lt. 
Gen. George E. Stratemeyer, air 
commander, and V. Adm. Charles 
Turner Joy, in charge of naval 
operations,” also favored the use 
of Chiang Kai-shek’s troops. 

“Strong” Ridgway Message. 

Whitney said Ridgway “sent a 
very strong message to the Penta- 
gon through Gen. MacArthur, ad- 
vocating use of those troops to 
strengthen our military position.”

For the first three months of 
this year, civilian rubber usage 
was limited to 90 per cent of the 
1949-50 period. The increase was 
announced yesterday by the Na- 
tional Production Authority. NPA 
said it was made possible by in- 
creased synthetic rubber produc- 
tion and allocation of a little 
additional natural rubber to ci- 
vilian users. 

The Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation handles the produc- 
tion of synthetic rubber. Pur- 
chase of natural rubber for the 
national stockpile is the job of 
the General Services Administra- 
tion. Allocation of rubber sup- 
plies to industries is handled by 
the National Production Au- 
thority.

Under the present system, if a 
recipient is found to be ineligible 
the state is required to continue 
his payments if an appeal is filed.

NORWEGIAN WAR 
H E RO ARRESTED, 
ACCUSED AS SPY 


OSLO, April 24 (AP)—Per Ed- 
vard Danielsen, 33 years old, a 
former Norwegian navy lieuten- 
ant, a war hero and son of Nor- 
way’s navy chief, V. Adm. Ed- 
vard C. Danielsen, has been ar- 
rested on charges of spying for 
a foreign power, police an- 
nounced last night. 

The younger Danielsen is wide- 
ly known in Norway for his dar- 
ing wartime exploits as a motor 
torpedo boat commander along 
the Nazi-occupied coast. 

The arrest was made a week 
ago near Oslo but it was not an- 
nounced until yesterday for se- 
curity reasons. Danielsen was 
nabbed at a rendezvous with a 
representative of a foreign pow- 
er, the police report said. 


During the war Danielsen be- 
came a lengendary figure for his 
colorful raids along the Norwe- 
gian coast. He left the service 
soon after the war, and since 
has been serving as a hydro- 
grapher with the Norwegian sea 
chart institution. 

It has not been possible to 
learn what access Danielsen had 
to military information, nor is 

known about the nature 
of the information “contrary to 
Norwegian military interests” 
which he is suspected of having 
passed on to a foreign power. 

Neither the name nor nation- 
ality of the foreign agent has 
been disclosed.

- @uced in the -Legislature include straight sal- 


aries for park superintendents, replacing the 


outmoded and now extravagant method of giv- 


ing. them 95 per cent of the receipts. 

_ Missouri’s beautiful parks have become un- 
loved stepchildren of the state. The fact was 
dramatically exemplified last year by the cut- 
ting of 200-year-old pine trees at Big Spring 
Park, near Van Buren. 

This official vandalism was not the first of 
the kind. Paul Shepard Jr., former naturalist 
at Big Spring, said that although areas sorely 
wounded by lumbermen had been set aside to 
heal, some of them now look “ds though a 
cyclone had passed through.” Not more than 2 
per cent of the park is still in pines, a minor 
fraction in mature trees, he said. 

The fault, Mr. Shepard believes, is “lack of 
definite policy in administering state parks.” 

There will scarcely be good policy as long as 
it is formed by a group of men too busy with 
other affairs to give enough attention to it. 
There will scarcely be good administration as 
long as incentives are given the men who ad- 
minister to exploit, for their personal financial 
profit, the natural resources entrusted to their 
care. 

Republican members of the Legislature have 
taken the lead in pushing for reform of the 
most evident weaknesses in the park system. 

If. the Democratic members do not follow 
suit, but instead try to cover up for a Demo- 
cratic state administration and the recipients 
of Democratic patronage, the people of Mis- 
souri will know. where to place the blame for 
official depredations against the state parks in 
the future.

Arthur, in an interview with the press in New 
York, says that the relieved Pacific commander 
does not know to this day “the reasons for his 
summary dismissal and he has not the faintest 
idea of why such action was taken.” 

If this is a sample of the enlightenment which 
Gen. Whitney has to contribute on the Mac- 
Arthur case, the less the aide says the better. 
In fact, he has already said too much. 

The dismissal was anything but summary. 
Gen. MacArthur gave ample cause for dis- 
missal last September when he sent his highly 
political and inflammatory letter to the V.F.W. 
encampment in Chicago without clearing it at 
either the State Department or U.N. The record 
shows that he was instructed repeatedly after 
that to get clearance for his statements. It 
shows that he undercut high level peace efforts 
by his own threats to bomb Chinese cities. - 

President Truman’s statement on the removal 
put it plainly: “With deep regret I have conclud- 
ed that General of the Army MacArthur fs un- 
able to give his wholehearted support to the 
policies of the United States Government and of 
the United Nations in matters pertaining to his 
official duties.” 

Gen. MacArthur undoubtedly has read these 
words. Since he has an extraordinarily keen 
mind, how can ahyone, even a hero-worshipping 
éidé, say that he stil] has not “the faintest idea” 
why? : 
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No Time for This Breach 


America’s policies have a clear connection 
with the new division in the British Labor Gov- 
ernment, and in behalf of a firmer alliance 
the facts should be recognized on this side of 
the water. 

Aneurin Bevan, who resigned as Labor Min- 
ister, asserted in a speech to the House of Com- 
mons that the Attlee Government was letting the 
United States drag it into an arms race, which 
would plunge England into economic chaos and 
destroy the social goals which the Labor leaders 
had struggled so long to achieve. 

The basis for Britain’s fear of being chained 
to American leadership and of being dragged off 
into a perilous unknown is described in today’s 
Mirror of Public Opinion. This article by a 
British writer implies that such fear is held 
more widely and deeply among Britons than 
would be reflected by the Labor party split 
alone. : 

The British feel, in short, that America makes 
military policy and that they, being cleser to the 
threat of aggression, might suffer for it. They 
want better understanding and closer ties with 
the United States. In a speech at an Associated 
Press meeting, Former Ambassador Lewis Doug- 
las said essentially the same thing. He warned 
of policies which “may lead us unwittingly into 
a full-scale war of tremendous dimensions.” 

Mr. Douglas called for a more intimate asso- 
ciation between this country and Britain, and 
in view of current British doubts, it will be up 
to Americans to supply it. Frank recognition 
of these doubts and of the reasons for them is 


a beginning. 


Another Tax on Dividends 
Once again, the Legislature is being asked 
to extend the intangibles tax to corporate divi- 
dends. Chairman Cecil Taylor’s House Commit- 
tee on Taxation has approved H.B. 340 for that 


purpose. 

H.B. 340 seeks to sugar-coat the pill by ex- 
empting dividends paid by Missouri corpora- 
tions. This would introduce an altogether un- 
warranted discrimination which in itself should 
be enough to defeat the bill. It would lead to 
such absurd results as taxing dividends received 
from Monsanto Chemical Co., which happens to 
be a Delaware corporation, and not taxing divi- 
dends received from Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone Co., which is incorporated in Missouri. 
Any new tax on dividends ought to apply to

It asks the citizen could Chiang’s 
army defeat the Chinese Communists once it 
got there. 

The one fact about Chiang’s army that every- 
one knows is that it was chased out of China 
and took refuge on Formosa. What reason is 
there to believe that it could go back—if it 
could get back—and do now what it could not 
do when it was there before? 


Actually, the citizen knows little else about 
Chiang’s army other than that it was defeated. 
Senator Knowland of California has it able to 
whip its weight in wildcats. Others say it is 
poorly trained and even more poorly equipped. 
Indeed, those buttonholed by Gallup do not even 
know how many. men Chiang has. 


A. J. Liebling, conductor of The New Yorker 
magazine’s Wayward Press department, told the 
American Society of Newspaper Editors that 
Chiang has a “Rubber Type’ Army.”’

Use of Sunlamps 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


RE sunlamps and ultra-violet ray lamps worth using? 
Ai how useful regular treatments with sunlamps are in 

preventing colds and increasing resistance to infection is 
hard to prove. Experiments in England on thousands of office 
and factory workers treated twice a week for two months with 
mercury vapor lamps didn’t prove any reduction in sickness 
rates compared with those who were not treated. 

However, experiments and doctor’s observations suggest 
that sunlamps are useful in their tonic effect, making people 
feel better. These sunlight substitutes aid in maintaining a 
healthy level of vitamin D in the body. Also, people seem to 


prefer tanned skins.

FOR GENERAL tonic effect, more of whatever benefit 
there is comes from small amounts of ultra-violet light taken 
every day or so than an occasional almost burning dose of it. 
A burn from sunlight or lamps can be just as dangerous as 
any other burn. 

Certain experiments in the laboratory have shown that 
ultra-violet light can increase skin tone and flexibility, Increase 
{ts secretion and protective power, increase the coloring mat- 
ter and the number of corpuscles in the blood, and improve 
the rate of body growth. But the effect depends upon what 
wave lengths of ultra-violet light are used, how much, and for 
how long. There are different bands of ultra-violet light just 
as there are different radio frequency bands.

NATURAL arene 2 consists of visible light and in- 
visible light rays which are long and short. The long 
invisible light rays are simply heat or infra-red rays, identical 
to the heat you feel when standing in front of a fireplace or 
radiant heater. The effect of heat rays is instantaneous as 
warmth or a burn. But the short invisible light rays, the 
ultra-violet (UV) rays, have a different kind of effect on 
living tissue—a delayed effect. 

The action of UV light is so slow that its effect is not 
noticed for three to six hours after exposure. Although most 
commercial sunlamps produce mostly the longer UV rays which 
eause skin tanning, these lamps also produce enough of the 
shorter rays to cause severe skin burn. Exposure of your eyes 
to an innocent looking carbon or mercury are or UV bulb 
may cause severe inflammation of the eye. Thus dark brown 
glasses or a black cloth must cover the eyes during exposure 


to prevent their injury.

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How the Shelton Murders Fit 
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WILLIAM J. DRURY, FORMER 
CHICAGO. POLICE LIEUTENANT 
WHO CRUSADED AGAINST THE 
CAPONE GANG FOR MANY 
YEARS UNTIL HE WAS SHOT TO 
DEATH LAST SEPTEMBER, 


This is the third in a series of 
articles on organized crime‘in the 
United States, based on the. ob- 
servations of Theodore C. Link, 
Post-Dispatch crime reporter, and 
the findings of the Kefauver 
committee.

EFORE the Kefauver commit- 
B tee rolled to its smashing 

climax at the New York and 
Washington hearings, there were 
several murders and other hap- 
penings across the country that 
helped furnish the pieces in solv- 
ing the gigantic crime puzzle. 

While Clarence (Gully) Owen 
was tenaciously holding out in 
St. Louis against the Chicago Ca- 
pone syndicate in its efforts to 
take over his Pioneer News Serv- 
ice, action shifted to Wayne coun- 
ty, Ill., where another enemy of 
the Chicago gang was in semi-re- 
tirement. 

Big Carl Shelton, one of a 
triumvirate of gangster brothers, 
was ambushed and shot to death 
near Fairfield Oct. 23, 1947. Carl 
emptied his .44 caliber revolver 
at his assassins but his body was 
pierced by 16 bullets from 
pistols, rifles and shotguns. 

The Sheltons had kept pretty 
much to themselves in_ the 
stretch of gambling territory run- 
ning south from Peoria through 
central Illinois and down into 
Kentucky. They were contemptu- 
ous of most St. Louis gangsters 
and refused to take orders from 
Capone hoodlums,. who 
thirsted for control of the Shel- 
ton gambling territory. The 
Sheltons also had become’ ene- 
mies of the notorious Peoria 
gambler, Clyde Garrison. 

When a local feud between the 
Sheltons and their farm neigh- 
bors in the Pond Creek bottom 
land near Fairfield reached the 
shooting stage, Chicago and St. 
Louis gangsters, as well as Gar- 
rison, were delighted. They gave 
their blessing—and financial. aid 
—to any-plan to kill Carl. 

The murder was engineered by 
a coalition of gangsters from St. 
Louis, Chicago and Peoria, with 
Herrin hoodlums doing the actual 
trigger oe a* price. 

_ 


NE of the small things that 

had irritated the Capone mob 

about the Sheltons, I remem- 
ber, was that the rural gangsters 
were influential in Chicago itself 
and had many connections there 
with hoodlums who hated the Ca- 
pone syndicate control. 

When a gambler in the central 
Illinois Shelton territory wanted 
racing wire service or a Western 
Union racing hews ticker from 
Chicago, he had to get approval 
first from “the brothers,” mean- 
ing the Sheltons. 

“How do you stand with the 
brothers?” was the question al- 
ways asked a gambler by the op- 
erators of the racing news service 
in Chicago. The Capone mob- 
sters wanted that privilege solely 
for themselves. 

After Carl was murdered, there 
was a temporary lull in Illinois 
gang warfare. Then Bernie was 
shot to death July 26, 1948, out- 
side his Parkway tavern near 
Peoria by a rifleman hidden in 
dense undergrowth near a ceme- 
tery. 

Bernie left behind a recording 
of a conversation in which an 
emissary of a county official 


sought to “shake him down” for. 


$25,000 in exchange for dropping 
criminal charges against Shelton. 
The charges were the outgrowth 
of a fight in a tavern. 

That celebrated “Gatewood re- 
cording,” which was turned over 
to mre after Bernie’s death on his

instructions, helped blow the lid 
off the corrupt administration of 
Gov. Dwight H, Green. 

Some of the information devel- 
oped as a result of the disclo- 
sures that followed release of the 
recording dove-tailed with infor- 
mation other Post-Dispatch re- 
porters and I had accumulated 
over the years. We had been 
helped by Virgil W. Peterson, di- 
rector of the Chicago Crime 
Commission. Later he also gave 
considerable information to the 
Kefauver committee. 

Delivery of the recording to 
me came about in this manner: 
The surviving Sheltons were furi- 
ous about the murders of Carl 
and Bernie and the failure of law- 
enforcement officers to find the 
killers. The Sheltons knew also 
that the failure to arrest the kill- 
ers was influenced by political- 
criminal alliances. 

Through the underworld the 
Sheltons sent word that they 
wanted the killers delivered to 
them. Nothing happened. Then 
the Sheltons threatened to expose 
vicious political-criminal alliances 
throughout the state unless the 
murders were solved or officials 
took some action to show they 
wanted to solve the killings. Still 


- nothing happened. 


A few weeks after Bernie’s 
death, the Sheltons began furnish- 
ing information to the Post-Dis- 
patch. After it was thoroughly 
checked, the data was published 
in a long series of news stories 
about corruption in Illinois. The 
Sheltons named crooked officials 
who had taken money from them 
and had records to back their 
charges. This information shed 
light also on bribery of officials 
in other states and on their ties 
with gangs elsewhere in the Mid- 
west. The pieces began to fit to- 
gether. 


x * * 
NOTHER Post-Dispatch re- 
A porter, Carl R. Baldwin, went 
to Ottawa, Kewanee, Cairo, 
Benton and other Illinois cities, 
gathering information about the 
underworld. At Cairo, a group of 
hoodilums who intended to rough 
him up missed him by a half hour. 

In Mount Vernon, Jefferson 
county, Baldwin Jearned the Ca- 
pone syndicate had established 
downstate headquarters for an in- 
vasion of southeastern [Illinois 
coal fields. John Budiselich, also 
known as Johnny Junior, ex-con- 
vict and gambler, was the Capone 
agent for that territory. 

Johnny Junior’s sudden rise 
brought an influx of many stran- 
gers to Mount Vernon. They were 
associates of Frank (Buster) 
Wortman, East St. Louis Gapone 
syndicate representative, and 
some were St. Louis and Chicago 
gangsters, 

In the course of the Post- 
Dispatch investigations in Illinois, 
a Peoria county grand jury in- 
dicted three of the Sheltons and 
me on trumped-up_ kidnaping 
charges in October 1948. The 
Sheltons had been trying to help 
me in questioning the suspected 
“finger man” in the Bernie Shel- 
ton murder, Pete Petrakos. This 
led to the indictments. 

Early one morning, Petrakos, 
nervous and shaking but not 
harmed in any way, left my hotel 
room after we had talked to him 
for more than four hours. 

One of the Sheltons remarked 

to me: “Damn it, if you hadn’t 
been here, we could have. hung 
him out the window on a sheet 
and then snipped at the sheet 
with a pair of scissors. He’d have 
talked then.” 
* Probably he would have. The 
interview was in a _ ninth-floor 
room of the Pere Marquette Ho- 
tel in Peoria. 

A few months later, the 
charges against me and the Shel- 
tons were dropped. 

Besides Carl and .Bernie, a 
third Shelton brother was mur- 


in the Shelton family, was shot 
to death last June 7 when he was 
driving a tractor on the farm of 
his brother, “Big Earl.” 

Twice “Big Earl,” one of the 
leaders of the gang, has been 
shot. The fifth brother, Dglta, a 
farmer and ex-blackjack dealer, 
is the only one to escape bullets. 
But Dalta’s son, “Little Earl” 
Shelton, has been wounded once

Poker-faced Ashby insisted 
coldly that he didn’t know how 
to reach Shelton, no matter how 
important my information was. 
Since I did not know Ashby well 
at the time, I didn’t think it ad- 
visable to havé him relay the 
message to Shelton. Instead, I 
left my telephone number. 

Ashby, in truth, did not know 
where Shelton was at the time 
but he kilew that two attempts 
already had been made to am- 
bush Bernie. One attempt was 
mafie while he was on his way 
to a horse shov at Muscatine, Ia., 
and another at Ashby’s home. 

The tip about Shelton’s immi- 
nent death came to me as a ru- 
mor that “Bernie Shelton is going 
to be hit.” Usually such reports 
can be heard in any bar where a 
young hoodlum might be trying 
to impress his friends with his 
important place in the rackets. 
The reports only gain credence 
when they come from persons in

cities, more reports of im- 
pending murders circulated in the 
underworld. The rumors were 
that the Senate investigation had 
“hurt” so many “important peo- 
ple” all over the country that

for it.” 

Those who would pay, accord- 
ing to the reports, were George 
H. White, ace narcotics agent on 
loan to the Kefauver committee, 
whose work in St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City aroused the bitter enmity 
of the hoodlums; William J. 
Drury, former Chicago police 
lieutenant, who had led almost a 
one-man crusade against the Ca- 
—e for many years, and 


myself. 
White had incurred the partic- 
ular dislike of a local gambler 
and of a powerful East St. Louis 
politician and former bootlegger. 
They resented White's vigorous 
manner in serving subpenas and 
questioning potential witnesses. 
White also had played a leading 
part in exposing the Mafia con- 
nections of Joe and Peter DiGio- 
vanni, brothers and powerful un- 
derworld figures in Kansas City, 
who were important backers of 
Binaggio and who had lucrative 
wholesale liquor businesses. 
Later, it was thought, ‘the Di-

politician made it known in Wash- 
ington that they resented White's 
behavior. They succeeded, tem- 
porarily at least, in getting White 
removed from the Senate com- 
mittee’s staff. 

In a conversation with White, 
I relayed the rumors that he 
might be shot. He had heard 
the same rumors from another 
source. A veteran of the OSS 
and of many close scrapes in 
fighting narcotics smugglers 
around the world, White took the 
tip in stride. But he did take 
some precautions. 

Although White and I were not 
molested, Drury was not so for- 
tunate. He had been receiving 
threats over a period of 25 years 
and always went armed. On the 
night he was killed last Septem- 
ber, apparently he was taken by 
surprise because his loaded pistol 
was in the glove compartment of 
his automobile. He was shot to 
death after he drove his car into 
his garage. 

After Drury’s death, reports in 
the underworld were that he was 
killed because the gangsters were 
confident that the murder of a 
private investigator would not 
spur any agency to great action. 
But if White were killed, the 
gangsters thought, all the forces 
of the Government would be 
brought into play to solve the 
crime, and if I were harmed, all 
the newspapers would be aroused. 

Were the rumors true, or false? 
No one — _ —— is dead. 


HREATS and reports of pos- 

sible violence are received 

quite often by newspaper men, 
particularly when an intensive 
campaign to expose crime is in 
progress. There were threats to 
several members of the Post-Dis- 
pateh staff in the course of our 
investigation of political corrup- 
tion in Illinois. And, we heard, 
the city editor and managing edi- 
tor were followed for a time by 
underworld agents to determine 
their exact movements.

$1,000,000 from the movie indus- 
try, showed how far the influ- 
ence of the underworld extend- 
ed into the Government.

Binaggio remarked to his loyal 
lieutenants: “Rimann is a thorn 
in my side.” Someone else took 
it from there. 

After the killing, another in a 
long series of unsolved gang mur- 
ders in Kansas City, the black 
Ford used by the killers was 
traced to St. Louis. An intensive 
investigation continued for 
months but the- result was the 
usual blank wall. 

A West Coast murder in 1947 
also helped furnish facts which 
later proved valuable to the Ke- 
fauver committee.
